A 
radio station with a radio trailer and four 55-foot antenna 
masts was recently erected on the northeastern sedge of the 
field. Another radio station nearby had a 50- fSot antenna 
mast with a cage aerial leading to a wooden shed and two 
Z5e8foot masta with four antennas leading to a brick cabin. 
The radio stations were wnoccupiad.

Tents wera near the guna. ‘the guns, not protected by gun 
shields, were in small hoies not surrounded by splinter proof 
walls. “bout 30 soldiors wearin: red~-bordered, black epaulets 
were greasing shells in the ammunition dump south of the field.
